Arthur I, Street of Berkeley arrived in 


Fresno yesterday. 
Mr. Street is the 


California representative of the ethno- 
logical and arebiCDlogical department of 
the Colombian "Ksposition, of whicli 
F. W. Putnamt professor of archicDlogy 
and ethnology at Harvard, is the head. 


The work Mr. Street ia engaged iu id 


very interesting and instructive. He is 
gathering data concerning the Indian 
tribes of thia state, which will bo used to 
illustrate tbeir origin, tribal relations, 
mode of life, etc. 


Mr. Street has just come from south- 


ern California, where be has completed 
his work and will leave this morning for 
Squ^w valley and tho mountains, to 
pnrsne his investigations among the 
tribes there. 


The investigation ha ia required to 


make ia very thorough, ilo takes the 
physical measurements of his subjects, 
makes a note of the color of their eyes' 
formation of nose, lips, mode of life, 
tribal relationship, physical alteration in 
half-breed Btatj, etc., etc. 


It took Mr. Street two months to 


finish hie work in Southern California. 
Ono of the moat peculiar things he no- 
ticed was tho remarkable difference bo- 
tween tribes located bnt a few miles 
apart, 
iudicatjng 
the tenacity with 


which they cling to tribal purity and 
traditions. The Indiana of the moun- 
tains, he says, have thinner noaes than 
those who live on the plains. 


Daring his toar of tbe state Mr. Street 


will collect objects illustrative of the 
mode of life of the Indians, which will be 
exhibited at the exposition. 


From Squaw Valley he will go to Fine 


Ridge, theu to Auberry valley, Fresno 
Flats, Maripoaa, Inyo and Mono coun- 
ties and np north to atid through Oregon.

State Kniein Groweia' convention, was 
in a happy mood yetterday when he in- 
formed a UKITHLICAS reporter that 018 
raisin growers repreFenting flbout 35,000 
acres out of a total of 50,000, have signed 
the compact to accept not less than 4,'j| 
cents a pound for pood raisins in the 


ve*u box. 
The weak places are at Uanford and 


Uivereida, the growers of hath plates 
having not responded to three separate in- 
vitation P asking them to participate in 
the work of the convention. 


Thirty-live thousand acres are very 


ebon of 50,000, and the executive coni- 
onitee is working hard to get all this 
acreage iut° the compact, because 10,000 
boxes would break the market, Itnd 
it is, therefore, ubceedary to net them 


in. • 
'Therein only one packer in Fresno," 


said Mr. Harvey "who has refused to 
sign the compact and he has heen around 
Washington colony tolling tbo growers 
that the combination has been broken 
up. He ia tryiim to buy raisiua for 4 
uenta for layers and 3 cents for loose 
raisins, all of the first crop. 


"All the leading packers have signed 


except Williams, Brown & Co., hut we 
hope that they will como into the con- 
ference within the next few (lays. 


"The packers huve runt and inflde a 


schedule of prices which will enable 
them to sell at a profit their raisins in 
the. eastern markets, yet netting the 
grower 4J.< cents in the sweat box."

The grain harvest is nearly over and 
hauling has begun; 3000 sacks daily are 
coming into Reedley. Wheat is hardly 
up toavernge of former years in weight.

When it was finally pot nnrfer 


control ureat damage bad been done. 


Tho fire leaves the people in that dis- 


trict without pasture for their Htonk 
which will make it hard on those who 
can ill afford to boy feed. 


But this is not all the damsge done hy 


the fire. A barn and its contents, the 
property of Mrs. S. J. Davis, wore in ttu 
path of the fire and consumed. 
Several 


stacks of hay belonging to other people 
were also burned. 


A man named Hoffman, whoas placf 


was also in the path of the fire,aucceedec 
in saving his house And b*rn by the 
desperate exertion of himself and neigh- 
bors. The bmtdines were on fire three 
times, but the flames were extinguished 
each time. 


Another man, whose name conld not 


be ascertained, was not so fortunate. 
His house, barn tnd other buildings 
were destroyed. A good deal of cord- 
wood belonging to varioaa persona was 
also borne'! and the loss is a heavy one 
to the people who owned it, es many of 
tliem depended on its Bale to furnish sup- 
port for their families.

Property exempt under the laws of 


the United Stulea by the act of congress 
passed June 0, 1&H4, includes United 
Stfltea bonds, United States coupons, 
national currency, United States notes, 
treasury notes, fractional notea, chocks 
for money of authorized officers of tha 
United State*, certificate of deposit of 
deposit of the United States, and every 
other representative of vJne, including, 
of course, greenbacks, national bank 
notea and everything of that kind whiu'i 
have been or !>.ay be issued under act of 
congress. Aud the supreme court has 
added to thia importad merchandise in 
oiieinal packages. 


One of tha most trying evils in the 


matter of tseturing equal taxation and, 
of course, an equal dietribut on of p iblic 
burdens, of tha burden of supporting 
government, is the ease with, which tbe 
taxpayer may escape the payment of 
his tax. The amount of delinquent tax 
IB uimplv eiiormous. The honest tax- 
payers dave rights, one of tbe moat 
imminent of which rights is the right to

como a taxpayer also. 


The courts, not only of our state hut 


of all states, seem to bo in league with 
the delinquent to enable him to escape 
hia juat proportion o£ the governmental 
erpenae. By any and every, even tho 
most frivolouB pretest and excuse, ho ia 
relieved. AB you well know, tlie only 
'method we have now of enforcing tho 
collection of a tax is by distraint and 
sale of the property- Oncn it wag en- 
forced by an armed body. In the earlier 
English times torture was not 
only 


measurably but frequently exorcised to 
compel the disclosure of property to be 
assessed and the payment of taxes. 


ID the Roman times the taxes were 


largely farmed ont, that is, the collection 
let to the highest bidder. Suppose, for 
instance, that on a particular province 
ihe tax of $100,000 was levied or impoeed 
and the collection of it desired, tbe con- 
tract 13 put np to the highest bidder.

But we can B^e that indirect 
torture under our system is still prac- 
tised. But, any way, the remedy by (Ha- 
traint and Hale, particularly by reason o! 


• the action of court in protecting delin- 
j quente, haa become inadequate and a 
J practicil failure. This, more than any- 
I thing else, has imposed an additiona 
• and crushing burden upon the honeo' 


taxpayer. 


In the matter of tbo collection 


taxes au innumerable Buries of steps 
by a large number o£ officers have to be 
taken. The law IB complicated; and! 
in any particular there is an irregularity 
it is always sufficient to prevent the en- 
forcement of the collection of the tax by 
sale of property. From the valuation o 
the property for taxation to its distrain 
and sale for non-payment, those innum 
erable steps, or many of them at leaet 
are required to be taken by a mnlti

power of lengthening its bodv out nearly

After killing tha quail and rabbit the 


snake hammered the body into a pulp, 
lonea and all, with its head and than 
swallowed the whole business. 
The 


swallowing showed that the hammer 
part of the head could be laid back ont of 
the way while the swallowing was done. 


Every effort possible wiih the appli- 


ances they had with them waa made to 
get one of the snakes, but they failed. 
Dr. Brown says in his letter that he will 
have one of the snakes to exhibit at the 
World's Fair if it ia possible.

The dramatic beauty and simplicity of 


ita ceremonies ate unsurpassed, and 
when exempli tied they make an im- 
pression upon the mind ot tho pale face 
that time will never efface, the remem- 
brance of which ia forever pleasant and 
stimulative of hia higher and better na- 
ture, being'- original m conception and 
peculiarly American in character. 


The order is purely an American or- 


ganization. It originated as a patriotic 
association under tbe title of Society of 
Red men, among the volunteers who gar- 
risoned fort Mitllin in the year 1812. 


Tbe circumstance which tradition as- 


signs as the stimulating cause of its fret 
organization grew out of the bitter ani- 
mosity which had been engendered be- 
tween the war and autl-war parties during 
thoseeventfnl years of American history. 
The spirit of hatred, strife and distrust, 
which embittered the feeling of the con- 
flicting factions, waa not long confined to 
the c.vil community outside; but pursu- 
ing as it were unseen by the sentinels, 
it made its appearance and disseminated 
its demoralizing influence among the 
soldiers of the garriaon. 


Some of the more infiuetial and patri- 


otic of the volunteers within the tort, 
viewing with apprehension the conae- 
quence of the powers at work among 
tnem to this country and its free institu- 
tions, and rising above the machinations 
of party to the trne level of patriotism, 
proposed and effected among the soldier* 
tbe organization of a secret society, with 
signs, grips and passwords, the object of 
which wan to dispel discord and diEEem- 
iuate friendship. 


Their efforta were attended with the 


happiest resnlta, for in a very short 
time after theic organization was com- 
pleted a marked change was visible in 
tho tone and tempar of the garrison. 
Kindness and good fellowship succeeded 
distrust and hatred. 


At the close of tho war their council 


Gre was necessarily quenched, the garri- 
son disbanded, and the volunters re- 
turned to their homes. But recollec- 
tions of the past; the cliarma of an as- 
sociation, BO patriotic in ita origin and 
purpose, and which bad baen productive 
of ao mHch good in the past, with the 
natural desire to perpetuate and eitend 
it, were the incentives to revive the so- 
ciety. 


Accordingly a ca 1 wan inserted in the 


newspapers of Philadelphia for a coun- 
cil of the Red Men, which reeulted in the 
organization o! what wee aobaeqtiently 
known as the "Tribe of Colombia of the 
Red Men of Pennsylvania." from this 
iocaiity the society radiated and spread 
into different sections of tbe country, 
north and south. Its growth waa alow 
until 1835 at which time the name WBB 
chanRed to "Tbe Improved Order of 
Red Men," new life was infused into the 
order, an I ita couree haa been onward 
and upward to the present time. 


Such in brief ie the traditional hiatory 


of the origin of the order. 


Tbe Pocdhontaa degree is for the fe- 


male relatives of members of the order. 
Then there is also a Chieftain's League 
and KndownmentFnnd association. 


The supremo head of the order ia
